Century of Old Landmark. 


Thursday. Sept. 7,1S99. the old home- 


stead, known as "Cross Keys.'' owned 
at present by Misses Margaret S. and 
Bessie I Gitt, located in Oxford town- 
ship, l-~ miles east of town, reached the 
century mark as the property of the 
family. It was bought at sheriff sale in 
1799 by William Gitt, great-grandfather 
of the owners, for his sou Henry, grand- 
father of the present owners. 


Henry Gitt took possession and open- 


ed aa inn known as the "Cross Kevs 
Inn," in 1809. There being no railroads 
then, it became a very useful and well- 
known place to travelers. It is located 
187 miles from Pittsburg, 103 miles from 
Philadelphia, 24 miles from Carlisle and 
48 miles from Baltimore. It doubtless 
was named ''Cross Keys" because of tiie 
intersection of the two pikes, viz.: The 
Philadelphia and Pittsburg and the Bal- 
timore and Carlisle. 


At the death of Henry Gitt, it became 


by inheritance, the property of his son, 
Edmund Gitt. after whose death, a little 
over a year ago. it became, again by in- 
heritance, the property of his daughters, 
Margaret S. and Bessie L Gitt. 


It will readily be seen that this pro- 


perty has been in the Gitt name for a 
century, the present owners being the 
fourth generation. 
Two generations 


were born and bred there. Part of the 
present house has never been rebuilt 
since its purchase in 1799. The proper- 
ty was then located in York countj".

cleutiai journeying has been made 
spectacular. 
The early presidents 


•could travel 
about without being 


mobbed. Jackson and Taylor walked 
*he streets of Washington and stopped 
to chat with a friend like any other 
citizen, aad when they traveled no 
one thought of standing and gazing at 
them or of forcing himself upon them 
for a handshake. Then the president 
of the I'nitod States could travel as 
simply and unostentatiously as he 
pleased. 
Xow he goes in a special 


train a-id the band at every cross- 
roads station plays "Hailio the Chief" 
horribly. 


There was only one president who 


had a private car. 
That was Lin- 


coln, the man of all others who was 
simple in his tastes. 
It was not a 


very fine affair. 
Today it would not 


be used for second-class traffic. 
All 


other presidents have traveled in pri- 
vate cars offered for their use by rail- 
road or sleeping-car companies. 


Just after the eiec-.ion of President 


McKiaiey some railroad men got to- 
gether and planned a special car for 
the president, which was to be finer 
than Queea Victoria's. It was to be 
built throughout of native products, 
and the blending of native woods in 
its decora;ion was to suggest every 
part of the country. All the material 
•was to be contributed and the labor 
was to be done in the railroad shops. 
This scheme was so attractive that 
presently it expanded into a i;!au for 
an entire train for the president's use. 
to be an appanage 01 the executive 
office, not Mr. McKlnley's private 
property. The elaborated plan pro- 
vided for a baggage car to contain a 
dynamo for heating aud lighting the 
other cars, a sleeping coach for the 
president's secretary and clerks, and 
, a special car for the president aad his 
guests. 
A> planned, the president's 


car was to be G9 feet 6 inches long, or 
15 1-2 feet longer tLau Cueeu Vic- 
toria's, while its width was to be 9 
feet Scinches. At one end was to be 
the kitchen, with quarters for cook 
and porter. 
A salon in the middle of 


the car, two bedrooms, a bathroom ' 
and an observation room were also in 
the plans. Nothing has been done 
toward building this train and the 
project seems to have fallen through. 
So the president ia his outings will 
use other persons' cars, as most of his 
predecessors have done. 
. Sleeping-car companies put at the 
disposal of the president the finest 
•cars, and railroad officers tender the 
use of their private coaches, because 
as they go about the country they are 
a peripatetic advertisement for rail- 
road and sleeping-car companies, aad 
either one would be very glad, if it 
were necessary, to pay something for 
the privilege of carrying the chief 
magistrate. 
Only one railroad man 


disagrees with this proposition so far 
as known. He was the general pas- 
senger .igent of a line running east 
from St. Louis when President Har- 
rison visited that city. The railroad 
man who was managing the trips was 
allied with the same interests as the 
general passenger agent, though on a 
different line. 
He declined the invi- 


tation of another road to take the 
president's train east through loyulty 
to his own people. And then the*gen- 
eral passenger agent made him pay 
the full first-class fare for hauling the 
president's special. 
It was repaid 


him later—and that is about as near 
as a president of the United States 
has come to paying fare in a long 
time. 


When President Cleveland made his 


first trip west he paid fare for hiia- 
aelf and all the members of his party. 


The interstate commerce law had 


just gone into effect and he was afraid 
of being criticized for violating it. 
But the five or six first-class tickets 
which his private secretary bought 
did not pay for the fine special train 
that he used. 
• Hauling the president's special is 
an expensive undertaking.

FIVE KILLED AN^SEVEN INJURED 


i|y Boiler Explosion at the Republic 
Iron "Works, JPIt-tsbare.

The explosion occurred just as one 


force was leaving and another corning 
on duty, so tnat there were only a few 
men in the mill at the time. If it had 
happened a half hour later the list of 
dead and injured would have been 
appalling. It occurred in the 14-inca 
department, and the concussion was 
terrific. Buildings were shaken a mile 
away, and dusc mled the air for two 
ar three blocks. It entered open win- 
dows and nearly suffocated persons 
who were aroused by the roar and the 
Shock. 


Immediately following the explosion 


the wreckage took fire, and this added 
to the difficulties encountered In res- 
cuing the burned and mutilated vic- 
tims. A fire alarm was quickly sound- 
ed, and in a short time the flames 
were under control, after which the 
firemen were employed in searching 
the ruins for the dead and injured. 


The first two bodies taken out were 


identified as those of Beavens and Mat- 
thews. The bodies were lying against 
their wrecked furnace. The men haa 
been knocked down by the flyins 
bricks, and were roasted to death by 
the heat of their own furnace. The 
others v.-ere found soon after and sent 
to the morgue. The injured were re- 
moved to the South Side hospital, 
where they received promnt attention..
